S Hereas the Right Honozable Fran: 
cdi Earlok Bedford deceaſed, did 
ere a Fabiick of aChurch foz 
the uſe of the Jnhabitants 
Within the P2ecinct of Covent: 
& Garden, and did intend to ſettle 
a certain yearly Stipend, of One hundzed 
pounds per annum, and a Houle then in the 
Tenure of William Ruſſel, towards the main⸗ 
tenance, and fo2 the habitation of à Miniſter 
to Offcciate in the {aid Church: And where⸗ 
as it is found neceſſary fo2 the better Accom- 
modation and conveniency of the Inhabi⸗ 
tants of the Pzecinc hereafter mentioned, that 
the lame be make Parochial, and divided from 
the Pariſh of Saint Martin in the Fields; And 
that a further increaſe of maintenance may be 
Pꝛovided foz an able Miniſter, as it is hereat- 
ter expzeſſed:

ers belonging to the Biſhop of London, o2 his 
Succeſſozs : But that he and they may now 
and at all times hereafter vilite, inſtitute 5 and 
exercile Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction in the ſaid 
Pariſh of Saint Paul Covert Garden, as ainply 
ds he oꝛ they may in other Pariſhes within the 
Diacels of London.
